O Director’s visit sheds international light on 
Alberta’s oilsands O Calls oilsands a gift and a curse 


► Canadian filmmaker James Cameron 
spoke to the media at the Westin Hotel 
yesterday about his visit to the oilsands 
and his meeting with Premier Stelmach. 


Fresh off a fact-finding mission of Alber¬ 
ta’s oilsands, Canadian filmmaker James 
Cameron met with politicians and the 
media in Alberta’s capital yesterday to 
get a balanced look at the oilsands and 
their effect on the environment. 

“What we need is a constructive solu¬ 


tion here,” he said. “It will be a curse if 
it’s not managed properly. It can also be a 
great gift to Canada and to Alberta if it is 
managed properly.” 

Cameron sat down with Premier Ed 
Stelmach for a candid, but private, 
discussion yesterday. 

Cameron said he and the premier 
agreed to disagree on a few points but 
Stelmach said it was important for him 
to meet with the Hollywood director. 

“The media’s interest in Mr. 

Cameron’s visit has allowed our govern¬ 
ment and industiy to tell our stoiy,” he 
said. “Albertans know we share a respon¬ 
sibility to protect our planet. We’re doing 
our part to move the world towards a 
clean energy future.” 

Now that the Avatar creator has had a 
first-hand look at Alberta’s “black eye,” 
he said the public has a responsibility to 
create boundaries for oil exploration. 

“The world is looking at what you here 
in Alberta do,” he said. “The decisions 
that are made here are really going to 
shape the energy policies of the future.”

There was no crystal ball 
in the room, but Alberta’s 
future is still pretty clear, 
at least to one person. 

Duncan Stewart, direc¬ 
tor of technology, media, 
and telecommunications 
for Deloitte Canada, is a 
nationally recognized ex¬ 
pert in discerning industry 
trends. 

Stewart made a presen¬ 
tation and led a panel dis¬ 
cussion at NAIT’s Shaw 
Theatre yesterday after¬ 
noon examining success¬ 
ful and failed tech¬ 
nological enterprises with¬ 
in Edmonton and Alberta, 
and what the future might 
hold based on those past 
endeavours and experi¬ 
ences. 

“Edmonton has always 
been a hub for technolo¬ 


gy,” said Stewart. “We see a 
lot of start ups coming out 
of Edmonton. Historically 
a lot of them have been in 
the life science area. We’re 
probably going to see a 
shift, a lot more technolo¬ 
gy companies.” 

Stewart speculated that 
more digital media compa¬ 
nies would appear, with 
software and apps being 
their primary focus. Stew¬ 
art touched on the success 
of Bioware, and the signifi¬ 
cance of a major competi¬ 
tor in gaming and software 
basing itself in Edmonton. 

“Edmonton is going to 
need to keep on its toes, 
and continue to keep de¬ 
veloping the kids that go 
out there and make the 
content,” said Stewart.

There is ze¬ 
ro chemistry between Dan and 
Parker and at first, I thought they 
were friends or maybe siblings. 

So, I felt rather uncomfortable 
when Dan opens Parker’s shirt to 
show off her “wares.” 

After introducing us to the char¬ 
acters, the movie plunges into hor¬ 
ror quickly. 

Good horror movies allow you to 
experience the scary situation with¬ 
out you actually having to be there. 
And Frozen is an excellent example 
of this. I swear as I watched the 


characters shiver and gather frost¬ 
bite on their faces, I actually zipped 
up my jacket and regretted the ice 
in my pop. 

There’s a fair bit of gore in the 
movie but its not gratuitous. And 
wow, does it make the situation 
more real. 

The characters realize that they 
cannot wait to be rescued so they 
attempt to fix the situation. Each 
solution is met with different levels 
of success but the audience’s 
investment in the movie was clear 
in the way that they broke into ap¬ 
plause when one character 
managed to escape the chairlift.

Crews wearing face 
masks worked non¬ 
stop in Montreal 
yesterday to clean up 
diesel fuel that spilled 
into the St. Lawrence 
River from a Petro- 
Canada refinery 
belonging to Alberta- 
based oil giant Suncor 
Energy Inc. 

Suncor said the 
source of the leak was 
found and about 35 
barrels of low-sulphur 
diesel made it into the 
river. It also said most 
of the product was 
contained inside float¬ 
ing booms and the 
mixture of fuel and 
water was being recov¬ 
ered with the use of 
vacuum trucks. 

One estimate is the 
slick covered less than 
a half of kilometre of 
shoreline. Suncor be¬ 
lieves the leak came 
from one of its storage 
reservoirs.

Fatality 
inquiry finds 
RCMPwere 
unaware 
of doctor’s 
concerns 

A fatality report says RCMP 
officers were unaware of a 
doctor’s medical concerns 
about a man who was tak¬ 
en from an Alberta hospi¬ 
tal into police custody. 

Charles Ramsay was ar¬ 
rested at the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II Hospital in Grande 
Prairie April 1, 2007, after 
he became disruptive and 
demanded narcotics from 
staff. 

Ramsay had a history of 
alcohol and drug abuse, 
and the doctor who saw 
him that day was worried 


about the risks of with¬ 
drawal. 

But the concern wasn’t 
passed on to Mounties who 
arrested Ramsay for dis¬ 
turbing the peace and put 
him in a restraint chair at 
the detachment. 

Ramsay was monitored 
for several hours, but even¬ 
tually became unrespon¬ 
sive and was taken back to 
hospital, where he died a 
week later of ethanol and 
drug withdrawal. 

Judge G. William Paul 
recommends in his report 
that RCMP officers who 
take someone from a 
health facility should be 
informed in writing of the 
person’s health issues. 

Paul also points out that 
police kept Ramsay in a re¬ 
straint chair for longer 
than the two hours recom¬ 
mended by the manufac¬ 
turer.

Anti-austerity protests 
erupted across Europe yes¬ 
terday as Greek doctors and 
railway employees walked 
off the job, Spanish work¬ 
ers shut down trains and 
buses, and one man even 
blocked the Irish parlia¬ 
ment with a cement truck 
to decry that country’s 
enormous bank bailouts.

Family helps mother 
cope with treatment 



O Manitoba woman dealing with 
life after radical cancer surgery 


Janis Ollson’s cancer called 
for radical treatment: Sur¬ 
geons cut her skeletal 
structure in half, removed 
a leg and part of her pelvis, 
and put her back together 
again. 

Then she had to learn to 
get around with a wheel¬ 
chair, crutches and pros¬ 
thetics. All this while 
raising two small children 
and fielding calls from re¬ 
porters around the world 
who want to talk to the 
“cut-in-half” woman. 

It’s an ordeal that could 
sour anyone, but Ollson 
has used her love of family 
to see the silver lining. 

Ollson developed back 
pain three years ago. Her 
doctor had her tested and 
came back with shocking 
news — Ollson had a large 
cancerous tumour on her 
pelvic bone. 

Removing the cancer¬ 


ous mass would involve re¬ 
moving the left half of Oil- 
son’s pelvis, her left leg 
and part of her backbone. 

But putting her back 
together would require an 
experimental procedure 
called a “pogo stick” re¬ 
build. 

With Ollson’s pelvis 
completely severed from 
her spinal cord, part of the 
bone from her amputated 
leg would be reshaped and 
used to fuse her remaining 
leg to her upper body. 

When she awoke to her 
new reality, a long road of 
rehabilitation lay ahead. 

It was her children that 
made her determined to 
regain mobility. 

“When you have young 
children, you don’t have 
the option of just lying in 
bed all day. You have to get 
up and do things,” she said.

In a sometimes con¬ 
tentious hearing yesterday, 
attorney Miguel Estrada ar¬ 
gued that, in convicting 
Black, jurors gave too 
much weight to a law that 
has since been deemed 
largely unconstitutional. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
curtailed so called “honest 
services” laws in June, so 
Estrada said judges should 
toss Black’s conviction for 
defrauding Hollinger Inter¬ 
national Inc. investors.

Canadians 
spend less, 
stunting 
growth 

Consumer confidence in 
Canada fell for the 
fourth consecutive 
month in September, 
sending a further signal 
that household spending 
is becoming a weak link 
in economic growth. 

The Conference Board 
of Canada’s consumer 
confidence index fell 1.2 
points this month to 
78.1 — more than 18 
points below where it 
stood at the beginning of 
the year. 

“Consumers have tak¬ 
en notice of the slowing 
pace of economic recov¬ 
ery,” the Ottawa-based 
think-tank said in its 


analysis of the survey of 
2,000 consumers earlier 
this month. 

Since spring, the re¬ 
covery has been losing 
steam with growth rates 
near two per cent annu¬ 
alized, compared with 
5.8 per cent in the first 
three months of 2010 
and 4.9 per cent at the 
end of 2009. 

Today’s report on July 
gross domestic product 
is expected to show the 
first outright decline in 
GDP since last August. 

But Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty, while 
agreeing July GDP may 
show a contraction, said 
the economy is on track. 

“In July, a lot of things 
happened in Canada like 
the introduction of the 
HST (harmonized sales 
tax) in two of the largest 
provinces ... so there are 
reasons for that. Overall, 
we’re on track for the 
year,” he said.

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Neil Young’s new 
album is personal 

O Produced by Daniel Lanois, Le Noise is full of interesting sounds and experiments 


Some of your louder rock 
’n’ roll bands can make 
the Ryman Auditorium 
floorboards rattle a little. 
Few, though, have shaken 
the pews like Neil Young 
with just his electric gui¬ 
tar. 

Young has been known 
to make a racket with a 
distinctive guitar sound 
that has influenced two 
generations of musicians. 
The low rumble he sent 
through the foundation at 
the Ryman in June, em¬ 
ploying the technology he 
used on his new Daniel 
Lanois-produced album, Le 
Noise, was something very 


different, however. In the 
audience, the air seemed 
to vibrate — as well as the 
listener’s ribcage. 

It was that sound that 
drew Young to Lanois, 
whose all-star collabora¬ 
tion list includes U2, 
Willie Nelson, Bob Dylan 
and Peter Gabriel. 

What emerged from 
those recording sessions is 
new, even for the ever-rest- 
less Young. Le Noise is full 
of interesting sounds and 
experiments, on both 
acoustic and electric gui¬ 
tars. 

In a sense, it’s Young as 
he first emerged as a per¬ 


former — alone with his 
guitar singing about 
things completely person¬ 
al and wholly universal. 
But 45 years worth of tech¬ 
nological advances make it 
a very different experi¬ 
ence. Lanois’ setup allows 
Young to inhabit all the 
spaces that a band would 
— high guitar notes, low 
bass notes, the rhythm, 
the melody — simultane¬ 
ously. 

“I think it’s a — I don’t 
know — a spiritual record 
in some kind of ways,” 
Young said. “There’s a lot 
to do with love on the 
record. Love is in almost 


every song, and so it had a 
spiritual layer to it. It’s not 
trying to do anything. It’s 
just trying to be itself.” 

Peaceful Valley Boule¬ 
vard is cast in the mould of 
classics like Aurora Bore¬ 
alis and Cortez The Killer, 
showing how mistakes 
made centuries ago grow 
and magnify over time un¬ 
til God cried tears that 
were a “pounding rain” 
and “a child was born and 
wondered why.” 

And then there’s the 
brittle and beautiful Love 
and War, on which Young 
lays down this shocking 
statement: “When I sing 


about love and war, I don’t 
really know what I’m say¬ 
ing.” 

Isn’t that a profoundly 
confusing statement from 
the artist who gave us 
Ohio and Impeach the 
President? 

“It’s such a deep subject 
and there’s really no one 
answer,” he said. “There’s 
nobody who really knows. 
It just seems to be a part of 
the human condition is to 
get in wars over and over 
again for as long as human 
beings have been around. 
So I have opinions but I’m 
not so sure that they’re

The two Canadi¬ 
an legends hit it off. 

Lanois presented Young 
with an acoustic guitar 
specially loaded with a 
plethora of effects. The 
venerable rocker took full 
sonic advantage, sitting 
down and spewing forth 
echo and feedback on 
eight new songs. The 
result is jolting — just Neil 
and his guitars with Mas¬ 
ter Dan creating a sound 
so thick you can step into 
it. There are times (It’s an 


Angry World, Rumbling) 
when the atmospheric 
loops conger visions of 
Young’s experimental 
Trans period. Some songs 
give us a peek into his life. 
On Hitchhiker, he even 
lays open a lifetime of 
drug exploits. On other 
tracks (Peaceful Valley 
Boulevard), the clarity of 
his guitar recall gentler 
Young moments.

“If it really goes to a 
court situation, then our 
people are going to go 
right back into isolation,” 
said Anne Wilde, co¬ 
founder of Principle Voic¬ 
es, a non-profit that seeks 
to educate the public 
about polygamous fami¬ 
lies. 

Over the past 10 years, 
Utah’s historically insular 
polygamist community 
has worked with state 
agencies to increase under¬ 
standing of the unique as¬ 
pects of polygamous 
culture, Wilde said. As a re¬ 


sult, plural families are 
now less hesitant to seek 
help and services when 
needed, she said. 

The Brown family’s de¬ 
cision to do the reality TV 
show was sort an exten¬ 
sion of that education 


work, said Wilde, who 
knows the family well. 

Sister Wives, which pre¬ 
miered Sunday, chronicles 
the life of 41-year-old ad¬ 
vertising salesman Kody 
Brown, his four wives, 13 
children and three 


stepchildren. The Browns, 
of Lehi, have said they 
hoped that the peek into 
their lives would help 
broaden the public’s un¬ 
derstanding of plural fami¬ 
lies. Lehi police are 
investigating whether the 


family is violating bigamy 
laws on cable TV. Brown is 
only legally married to 
Meri but also calls three 
other women his spouses: 
Janelle, Christine and 
Robyn.

A New Jersey chef who 
three years ago described 
“overwhelming” personal 
debt when he was featured 
on Gordon Ramsay’s 
Kitchen Nightmares show 
jumped to his death from 
the George Washington 
Bridge into the Hudson 
River. 

The body of 39-year-old 
Joseph Cerniglia, whose 
restaurant experienced a 
renewal since the show, 
was found floating in the 
river on Friday. The New 
York City medical examin¬ 
er’s office ruled it a sui¬ 
cide, agency spokeswoman 
Grace Burgess said. 

Cerniglia owned Cam¬ 
pania in Fair Lawn, N.J., 
which he bought in 2006. 
In 2007, the debt-ridden 
Italian restaurant was fea¬ 
tured on Ramsay’s show. 

During the broadcast, 
Cerniglia estimated he 
owed purveyors about 
$80,000. 

“I’m financially in trou¬ 
ble. The debt of the restau¬ 
rant alone is 

overwhelming,” he said. 
“My personal debt — wife, 




kids, mortgage — that’s a 
lot of debt.” 

His wife added, “If this 
business fails, we will lose 
everything.” 

“Why did you become a 
chef-owner if you haven’t a 
clue how to run a busi¬ 
ness?” Ramsay asks him on 
the show. 

He criticizes the restau¬ 
rant’s large portions, the 
food quality and speed of 
service, and chastises 
Cerniglia for allowing such 


a childish atmosphere in 
the kitchen. 

Jim Edwards, the culi¬ 
nary director at Chef Cen¬ 
tral in Paramus and a close 
friend of Cerniglia’s for 
the last seven years, said 
he thought his friend ben¬ 
efited from being on Ram¬ 
say’s show.

The scores — each out 
of a maximum of 10 — 
“were perceived as rela¬ 
tively low for a dance that 
received a standing ova¬ 
tion,” executive producer 
Conrad Green said in a 



statement Tuesday. 

Audience members are 
encouraged during com¬ 
mercial breaks to voice 
their feelings about the 
judges’ scores. 

Producers plan to show 
about 45 seconds of uncut 
footage from another cam¬ 
era angle during Tuesday’s 
episode to clarify for 
whom the boos were in¬ 
tended. 

“Lucky we had the 
grassy knoll camera on, be¬ 
cause this really will just 
put it to rest,” Bergeron 
quipped. 

He called the reports 
that Palin was booed “just 
paranoid speculation.”

Reynolds does 
the impossible’ 

O The low-budget indie is a departure for Reynolds, 
who recently starred in The Proposal and X-Men Origins 


When Ryan Reynolds was 
sent the script for the 
claustrophobic thriller 
Buried, his first instinct 
was to say no. 

"Only because it 
(seemed) impossible,” 
Reynolds said in an inter¬ 
view at the Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival 
earlier this month. 

"It was just this fantas¬ 
tic piece of writing and it 
was impossible to accom¬ 
plish in a film — there’s 
no way you could shoot it.” 


The script consisted of a 
single character on screen 
for 90 minutes, with the 
action — if you could call 
it that — all taking place 
inside a wooden coffin. Bit 
by bit, pieces of a flawed 
hero’s life are revealed as 
he uses a cellphone, 
lighter, pencil and flash¬ 
light to plot his escape. 

The stoiy centres on the 
plight of family man Paul 
Conroy. 

He’s a truck driver 
working on a U.S. govern¬ 


ment contract in Iraq and 
is abducted when his con¬ 
voy comes under attack. 

Reynolds only saw the 
movie’s potential after 
talking to impassioned 
Spanish director Rodrigo 
Cortes. 

"Rodrigo saw this tech¬ 
nical challenge as some¬ 
thing that he could ... not 
only overcome, he could 
invent moments and in¬ 
vent ways to shoot this 
film,” said Reynolds.

A judge has urged prosecu¬ 
tors to simplify the docu¬ 
ment charging drug 
conspiracy charges against 
Anna Nicole Smith’s two 
doctors and boyfriend, 
warning that jurors may 
have trouble understand¬ 
ing the complex case. 

Looking at the lengthy 
complaint, Superior Court 
Judge Robert Perry asked 
prosecutors: “Are you try¬ 
ing to impress the jury 
with so many charges or 
abuse the jury? ... I think it 
hurts your case when you 
complicate it.” 

Perry began whittling 
away alleged acts in the 
charging document Tues¬ 
day and gave prosecutors 
time to “clean up” the alle¬ 
gations before he rules on 
excluding more. He sched¬ 
uled further hearings yes¬ 
terday that will culminate 
in rulings on whether any 
of the charges should be 
dismissed before reaching 
the jury. 

Testimony concluded 
Monday against Dr. 
Sandeep Kapoor, Dr. Khris- 
tine Eroshevich and 
Smith’s lawyer-boyfriend 
Howard K. Stern. All three 
have pleaded not guilty to 
providing Smith with ex¬ 
cessive prescription drugs 
while knowing she was an 
addict. They are not 
charged in the 2007 over¬ 
dose death of Smith. 

Perry threw out 18 of 
the 39 overt acts listed to 
support one of the three 
charges that the defen¬ 
dants conspired to provide 
excessive opiates and seda¬ 
tives to a person they knew 


was addicted. He has not 
yet thrown out any charges 
or ruled on whether prose¬ 
cutors proved there was a 
conspiracy. Most of the 
overt acts targeted by the 
judge were excluded be¬ 
cause they included too 
many dates and involved 
actions that did not sup¬ 
port a conspiracy, he said. 

He stopped short of 
striking more of the 81 to¬ 
tal overt acts alleged in the 
complaint and gave prose¬ 
cutors time to eliminate 
some of them. 

In an added complica¬ 
tion, defence lawyers point¬ 
ed out that some of the 11 
counts may be misde¬ 
meanours, which are cov¬ 
ered by a statute of 
limitations. If they don’t 
meet time requirements 
they would have to be 
thrown out. 

Perry has been critical of 
the prosecution case and 
previously said some 
charges would likely be dis¬ 
missed. But he noted now 
that “There is a presump¬ 
tion (in the law) in favour 
of letting cases go to the ju¬ 
ry-” 

The legal arguments 
took up so much time that 
the judge delayed closing 
arguments until Monday to 
allow for all the complica¬ 
tions to be resolved. 

The judge rejected an 
11th hour move by prose¬ 
cutors to add Smith as an 
uncharged coconspirator in 
the alleged plan to provide 
her with excessive drugs. 

He said such a theory 
conflicted with the prose¬ 
cution’s original theory

“That’s one of the 
biggest challenges.” 

The first comprehensive 
study of the preservation of 
sound recordings in the 
U.S., released by the Library 
of Congress, also found 
many historical recordings 
already have been lost or 
can’t be accessed by the 
public. That includes most 
of radio’s first decade from 
1925 to 1935. 

Shows by musicians 
Duke Ellington and Bing 
Crosby, as well as the earli¬ 
est sports broadcasts, are al¬ 
ready gone. There was little 
financial incentive for such 


broadcasters as CBS to save 
early sound files, Brylawski 
said. 

Digital files are a bless¬ 
ing and a curse. Sounds can 
be easily recorded and 
transferred and the files re¬ 
quire less and less space. 
But the problem, Brylawski 
said, is they must be con¬ 
stantly maintained and 
backed up by audio experts 
as technology changes. 
That requires active preser¬ 
vation, rather than simply 
placing files on a shelf, he 
said. The study co-authored 
by Rob Bamberger was 
mandated by Congress in a 
2000 preservation law. 

Those old analog formats 
that remain are more physi¬ 
cally stable and can survive 
much longer than contem¬ 
porary digital recordings, 
the study warns. Still, the 
rapid change in technology 
to play back the recordings 
can make them obsolete. 

Recordings saved by his¬ 
torical societies and family 
oral histories also are at 
risk, Biylawski said. 

“Those audio cassettes 
are just time bombs,” Bry- 
lawski said. “They’re just 
not going to be playable.” 

The study recommends 
several solutions and its 
findings will be followed by 
a National Recording 
Preservation Plan being de¬ 
veloped by the Library of 
Congress later this year. 

New training and college 
degree programs for audio 
archivists are essential to 
improve preservation, the 
study found. Currently, no 
universities offer degrees in 
audio preservation, though 
several offer related cours¬ 
es. 

The study also calls for 
legal reforms to enable 
more preservation. A 
hodgepodge of 20th centu¬ 
ry state anti-piracy laws has 
kept most sound files out of 
the public domain before 
U.S. copyright law was ex¬ 
tended to sound recordings 
in 1972. The study found 
only 14 per cent of com¬ 
mercially released record¬ 
ings are available from 
rights holders.
